Hundreds of Delegates 
Are in Attendance. 


Third Southern Textile Confer- 
ence Promises to Be Most Suc- 
cessful Yet Held--Representa- 
tives From All Parts Country. 


April 12.—‘Conser- 
vation of child life’ was the keynote 
sounded today at the first session of 
the Southern Textile confergnce, and 
along with it resounded the slogan,

These were Mrs. Florence Kelly, sec- 
retary of the Consumers’ League of 
New York city; Miss Jean Gordon, of 
New Orleans, state factory inspector 
of Louisiana, and Miss Kate Barnard, 
state commissioner of charities of Ok- 
lahoma. Their addresses were the 
chief feature of today’s session of the 
conference. 

Plea for Children. 

Mrs. Kelly is known as the “mother 
of child labor law movement.” She made 
an earnest appeal for “conservation of 
the child life,” after this keynote of 
the conference had first been sounded 
by Rev. W. H. Sheffer, D.D., of Mem- 
phis. 

Miss Gordon also dwelt at length 
upon child labor, urging the adoption 
of such legislation as will insure keep- 
ing young girls at? home. and predict- 
ing that the woman of. the future 
would have a “hard row to hoe” un- 
less such steps were takén. 

In no uncertain terms, Miss Gordon 
denounced the agitation recently start-

Prisoner Needs Few Hundred) 
Dollars to Carry His Case to. 
Court of Last Appeal---Unless 
Immediate Action Is Taken, 
He Will Hang Friday. 


With the lack of a few hundred dol- 
lars standing between him and hie 
chances of appeal to the highest court 
_in the land, George Burge, condemned 
i by the sentence of the court to hang 
|in Fulton county next Friday for the 
murder of his wife, awaits the action 
of his relatives in putting up suf- 
ficient funds to take his case to the 
supreme court of the United States. 

Unless his relatives come to his re- 
lief it looks as if Burge must pay the 
penalty for his crime on the gallows 
next Friday, 

Writ Not Well Founded. 

In a decision handed down Tuesday 
the supreme court of Georgia declared 
that the writ of habeas corpus, insti- 
tuted by Burge’s mother, Mrs. Mary 
| Burge, in the Fulton superior court 
and denied by that court, was not wél} 
founded; that Judge Price Gilbert, of 
the Chattahoochee circuit, who pre- 
i sided in the case in the absence of 
_Judge Roan, was qualified and duly 
| authorized to preside; that no provision 
of the constitution had been violated,: 
| and that the judge of the lower court 
did not err when he denied the writ 


“ 


of habeas corpus. 

That ends the case insofar as the 
courts of Georgia are concerned. 

The only other course of action is to 
take the case to the supreme court of 
‘the United States on constitutional 
grounds, which are alleged to exist, or 
secure a stay of execution from Gov- 
ernor Brown pending &@n ‘appeal to the 
prison commission. It is believed 
that the latter course will not be 
adopted, so that the only hope for 
Burge lies in the former, and that 
hope hangs by a slender thread. 

“The case can be appealed to the su- 
preme court of the United States,” said 
Judge Robert L. Rodgers, counsel for 
Burge’s mother, in the writ of habeas 
corpus. “The only difficulty Nes in 
securing the funds necessary to mak- 
ing such a costly appeal. Burge has 
no money and his mother has none. I 
understand some of his relatives have 
money, and if they come to his rescue 
there is a chance to save him. If 
they do not, it looks as if his case is 
hopeless.” 

Believes Appeal Possible. 


Clinton P. Thompson, who is coun- 
sel for the condemned man, but who 
took no part in the habeas corpus 
proceedings, also expressed the opinion 
that the case can be appealed to the 
supreme court of the United States on 
constitutional grounds. What those 
grounds are he did not say.

More 
stock should be kept on the farms to 
help increase the soil fertility, and by 
this cooperative dairy system it would 
be doubly. profitable to raise and keep 
cattle, as well as to have a steady 
source of income from the farm. 

Butter is always in good demand, 
and the high price of meat will in- 
crease this demand; standard dairy 
always command a good 
price. The farmer may not be fixed 
to operate a butter dairy by himself, 
which to be successful requires to be 
done either on a large scale by ex- 
perts supplied with all the latest im- 
proved appliances, or, on a small scale 
by the farmer’s wife. The first may 
involve greater expense than 


would place too heavy a burden on 
the wife. But by the cooperation of a 
number of farmers a butter-making 
plant could be established at some 
eligible place and put in charge of «4 
competent manager, to whom the 
cream could be delivered daily, ag. ig 
now done at cooperative. cheese-mak- 
ing plants.

From Hearing in Missis- 
sippi Bribery Case. 


in Investigation of Charges of 
Senator Bilbo --- Prosecution 
Rests and Defense Introduces 
Witnesses. 


Jackson, Miss., April 12.—The prose- 
cution in the bribery investigation in 
the senate rested its case today and 
the defense hag entered upon its re- 
buttal testimony. 

The day’s doings were marked by 
two minor sensations. The first was 
the exclusion oof the newspaper men 
while Principal Thomas, o f the Pop- 
larville school, told why Senator Bilbo 
severed his connection as a teacher 
with that schoo] three years ago. Sen- 
ator Bilbo’s counsel demanded that 
if the testimony involved moral short- 
comings, the press be excluded. 
Evidently the testimony did, for the 
reporters were requested to withdraw. 

The second sensation was the find- 
ing of three bank notes issued by the 
National Bank of Poplarville, in the 
$645 bribe money Bilbo turned over 
to the grand jury. Poplarville is a 
sm2ll town in Mississippi in which 
Senator Bilbo lives. 

Testimony for Bilbo. 

The afternoon was given over to 
character witnesses, who testified to 
the good reputation, truth, and verac- 
ity borne by Senator Bilbo. There 
were half a dozen of them, and they 
were strong in their belief that Bilbo 
was to be believed. 

Before taking a recess the senate, by 
agreement, expunged the testimony of 
Senator McGee, “who swore that Repre- 
sentative Felder told him that Bilbo 
wanted money for his support of the 
Walthal county bill. Feldér was pres- 
ent, but neither side would put him on 
the stand. Later he issued. a state- 
ment saying that he had been mis- 
understood and that “Senator -Bilbo 
never made any proposition to me for 
money in support of any measure, and 
that, as far as I know, he is an hon- 
est, honorable, upright gentleman.” 

Night Session. 2 

Senator Andersom insisted on % night 
session tonight an@ urged that the de- 
fense try to close its case tonight.

JURORS ARE SOUGHT

Not Believe a Hired 
Scientist. 


Kansas City, April 12.—Twelve ve- 
niremen qualified as temporary jury- 
men in the trial of Dr. B. C. Hyde to- 
day, bringing the‘total up to twenty- 
five. 

An hour before the regular time for 
adjournment of the afternoon session 
of court the original panel, consisting 
of 150 men, was exhausted. Pending 
the arrival of the new venire of the 
Same number of men, which was call- 
ed today, court adjourned until to- 
mcrrow morning. Judge Latshaw 
made an unsuccessful attempt to in- 
duce the attorneys to agree to hold 
a night session. 

Since one venireman voluntarily ex- 
plained he would not believe the testi- 
mony of a hired scientist, the question 
of each talesman’s trust in such a 
witness has become an important one 
in the examinations. The defense ad- 
mits an intention of making its main 
fight on the testimony of the chemists 
who made the Swope analysis.

HUNDREDS OF SALOONS 
CLOSED BY UNCLE SAM 


Action Is Taken § | in Order to 
Protect the In- 
dians. 


Minn., April 12.—Saloons in 
all of Manhattan county and in sec- 
tions of Beltrami, Cass, Clay, Crow 
Wing, Ottertail and Wadena counties 
have been notified by William N. John- 
son, chief special officer in the govern- 
ment Indian service, to close their 
doors by May 10. 

Although some of this territory has 
been closed to saloons by previous or- 
ders of the interior department, hun- 
dreds of saloons will now be out of 
business. 

The order issued by Special Agent 
Johnson affects about seventy towns, 
a majority of them in territory not 
heretofore affected by the government 
It is the most drastic mandate 
issued since the special agent of the 
government began a campaign to en- 
force the provisions of old Indian trea- 
ties in the northern country and to} 
prevent the sale of liquor to Indians. 

Accompanying the order issued today . 
is an order prohibiting the sale of. 
“spirituous liquors” in sections of Nor- 
man, Polk and Red Lake counties. The 
saloons in these districts will be al- 
lowed to sell beer and malt, but not 
whisky. 


INCOME TAX HELD VALID. 


South Carolina Law Upheld by 
Supreme Court. 

Columbia, S. C., April 12.—(Special.) 
Tho income tax law .of South Carolina 
has been held constitutional by the 
supreme court, a decision being hand- 
ed down today affirming the decision 
of Judge Watts, when he declared the 
law valid in the case of D. W. Alder- 
man against the county treasurer of 
Clarendon county, to recover a certain 
sum paid as income tax. The opinion 
is by Associate Justice Hydrick. 

The case has been pending for sev- 
eral years. The courts hold that the 
law ig not in violation of either the 
state or federal constitution. The in- 
come tax amounted to about $20,000 
to this state last year. It was alleged 
by Mr. Alderman that he paid double 
taxes on his wealth in that his in- 
come was derived from stock held in

The*Statistics Show That 67 
Per Cent Are Still 
Living 


Of interest to all, and more especial- 
ly to the alumni and former students 
of Emory College, is a book just is- 
sued by the Alumni Association of that 
institution, in which are given the 
names, addresses and occupation of 
every living graduate of the college, 
as well as data concerning those of 
the alumnt who are dead. 

The book is neatly gotten up, well 
bound and printed. Contained in it is 
not only the information already men- 
tioned, but a sketch of the Alumni As- 
sociation, a short history of Emory 
College and a store of other informa- 
tion cnterning the #mstitution as well. 

The names of the graduates of the 
college are arranged in.three differ- 
ent groups. In the first they are ar- 
ranged alphabetically; in the second, 
by classes; in the third, by the states 
in which they live. Not only the ad- 
dress, but the occupation of all living 
graduates is given. 

The record shows that 1,601 men 
have been graduated from the institu- 
tion ‘since 1841, when the first class 
was graduated. Of this number 67.per 
centiare still living and more than 70 
per gent of thes@areliving in Georgia. 

The statistics further show that 
educational work, the ministry, and 
the law’ have Proven almost equally 
attractive to Effory graduates.
